French colon.y. 
The second fact of importanco is 
that Morocco is in an untamed, chaot­ 
ic, irresponsib le .state. If European in­ 
terests are to retain the foothold they 
have secured there, 
the 
government 
must come under their control. Na­ 
tive adminisiration and native police 
can never maintain order among the 
Arab s, nor will they ever advance the 
nation socially and industrially to the 
plane

civilization. 
If 
such changes are to take place they;:

Columbia, Mo., Aug. 5.—The regu­ 
lar monthly statement on the condi­ 
tion of crops for Missouri w'as issued 
Saturday by Geo. B. Ellis, secretary 
state board of agriculture, as follows: 
Corn—The month of July has been 
\ery favorable for the growth of corn. 
The high temperature and frequent 
show'ers throughout most parts of the 
.state have caused the corn to push 
forward rapidly 
and 
the 
condition 
has improved six points for the entire 
state since our last report. 
By sec­ 
tions the improvement is: 
Northeast, 
& points; northwest, 7 points; central, 
6 points; 
southwest, 2 points, and 
southeast, 2 points. 
The southeast section shows a pres­ 
ent condition of 75, which is the low­ 
est for any section in the state, while 
the northwest section shows a condi­ 
tion of i>0 being the highest of any 
part of the s+ate. 
The low condition 
in the southeast 
has 
been 
caused 
largely by drought, but the droughty 
conditions have been largely relieved 
by rains falling on the 28th, 
A few 
counties in the Ozark region also re­ 
port 
considerable 
damage 
from 
drought. 
Some 
damage 
has 
been 
caused in the central and northern 
parts of the state by excessive rains, 
and in a few localities by hail storms. 
The condition, which is 83 for the 
state, however, is a full average and 
is exactly the same as the condition 
one year ago. 
The corn crop is esti­ 
mated to be 18 days later than the 
average, but w'ith favorable weather 
and the ordinary season during the 
fall there is sufficient time to ripen 
the entire crop. 
W heat—The wheat crop has been 
considerably damaged 
by 
excessive 
rains. 
One month 
ago 
our 
corre­ 
spondent reported that almost the en­ 
tire crop would grade No. 2; but in 
many neighborhoods the wheat has 
been so damaged that very little of it 
will grade No. 2, and most of it will 
he below grade. 
There has been con­ 
siderable damage to the wheat crop 
along the Missouri 
and 
Mississippi 
and other smaller rivers, particularly 
in the northwest and northeast sec­ 
tions, from overflov/. 
While this dam­ 
age has been heavy in some com­ 
munities, w’hen compared with the en­ 
tire crop of the state it will be light. 
Threshing has not progressed suf- 
ficientiy to make a revised estimate, 
but the indications are that the aver­ 
age yield will be up to the prelimi­ 
nary estimate made one month ago, 
which was 13.6 bushels per acre for 
ihe entire state. 
The estimate of to­ 
tal yeild of between 29 and 30 mil 
lions bushels for the state will prob 
ably hold good. 
Meadows—The harvesting 
of 
the 
hay crop has been delayed on account 
of the scarcity of hands. 
Never in 
the history of the state has there

been so much difficulty in securing 
hands for harvesting, notwithstanding 
the fact that wages are from 25 to 
50 per cent more 
than 
the 
usual 
price. 
However, 
most 
of the hay 
crop has been harvested in fine con­ 
dition, although quite a percentage of 
it has been allowed to get over-ripe 
before cutting. 
The acreage of hay 
is about 50 per cent less than last 
year, meadows having been plowed 
up and planted to corn. 
The esti­ 
mated yield per acre, however, is 1.3 
tons for the entire state, compared 
with only .93 of a ton one year ago. 
Fruits—The fruit crop taken as a 
whole is perhaps nearer 
a 
failure 
than for any year in the history of 
the state. 
The condition of apples 
compared with an average crop is 
only 9. 
The highest condition is in 
the southeast section, 19; the lowest 
in the southw'est. 2. 
In the central 
section the condition is 5, northwest 
section 6 and northeast 13. 
The peach crop is also a practical 
failure except along the Mississippi 
river hills in southeast Missouri, par­ 
ticularly in Perry county, where some 
orchards report a good crop; also in 
the south central Ozark region in the 
neighborhood 
of 
Koshonong 
and 
south, a fair crop is being harvested. 
Pears and plums are also a prac­ 
tical failure. 
Nothwithstanding the 
fact that grapes were frozen back at 
tw^o different limes, it is estimated 
that there will be a little more than 
half a crop. 
The recent rains, how­ 
ever, caused the grapes to rot badly. 
The condition of melons for the en­ 
tire state is 65. 
In southeast Mis­ 
souri, where the principal area of the 
commercial crop of melons is grown, 
the 
condition 
is 
only 
59. 
The 
droughty conditions in that section, 
together with the unfavorable weath­ 
er in the early part of the season, 
has caused the very low' condition. 
Live stock—Very little complaint 
is made of hog cholera which was 
prevalent in the early part of the sea­ 
son, and most all classes of live stock 
are doing well. 
Pastures are generally in very fine 
condition. 


TO BUY A^TEEL TOWN 


The Trust Is Making Preparations to 


Take Over Midland, Pa. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 5.—The large 
plant of the Midland Steel company, 
about thirty miles below Pittsburg, as 
well as the model towrn 
of Midland, 
in the course of construction, is about 
to be sold. The deal 
involves about 
$15,000,000. 
It is understood that the 
Steel corporation is taking over this 
remarkable plant. 
For more than a 
w’^eek now there has been a cessation 
of work at the plant, and while ac­ 
cess is denied to outsiders, it is un­ 
derstood that there is being taken an 
inventory of what is on hand. 
The report first reaching Pittsburg 
w'as that the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
company, a rival of the trust, 
was 
closing for the property, 
but 
this 
concern made 
an 
emphatic 
denial, 
and it is understood it is the corpora­ 
tion which has decided to absorb what 
promises to be a big rival. 
The details are not to be announc­ 
ed for some weeks.

Prosecuting Attorney .1. G. Slate 
said he believed the purpose of the 
law 
was 
accomplished 
when 
he 
caused 
tlie 
indictment of those al­ 
leged to be operating the games. 
Forty-two indictments were returned 
by the grand jury, which adjourned 
Saturday. 
Many were on gambling 
charges, while others were against 
proprietors of saloons w'ho conducted 
I usiness on Sunday that many legis- 
ators’ thirsts might be quenched. 
The report of the grand jury has 
created great excitement in the capi­ 
tal. more so from the fact that very 
few of the indictments 
have 
been 
made public. 
The fact that Jefferson 
City is not accustomed 
lo 
reform 
waves has caused the city to pay par-* 
ticular attention to this one. 
Prosecuting Attorney Slate says no 
members of the legislature w'ere in­ 
dicted, and that no indictments were 
found against any players. 
It was well known that several dice 
and poker games were run wide open 
in Jefferson City during 
both 
the 
regular 
and 
extra sessions of the 
legislature. 
They were patronized by 
many members of the 
senate 
and 
iiouse. as well as many prominent in 
society affairs at the state ca])ital. 
The grand jury was in session a 
wei'k and a large number of witnes­ 
ses were examined. 
The list included 
many young men of prominence in 
.Jefferson City and they, as well as 
many who were not witnesses, have 
been in great suspense for fear in­ 
dictments would he returned against 
them for gambling. 
Prosecuting At­ 
torney Slate said: 
“I did not believe the purpose of 
the law would he subserved by caus­ 
ing 
indictments 
to 
he 
returned 
against members of the legislature, 
many of whom are prominent through- 
cut the state, as well as in their own 
communities. 
Neither did I believe 
it could be right to bring disgrace 
ujTon young men who stand well hero 
in Jefferson City. 
"1 was of the opinion in beginning 
the investigations that the keepers 
of the resorts and those who rented 
their premises for the 
purpose 
of 
gambling should be punished and I 
shall prosecute them with all power 
of my office. 
“1 did not have anv members of 
either house here as witnesses, though 
I could have summoned many. 
1 was 
able, however, to get all the testi­ 
mony

without ti'oubling 
them to come here. 
“I have every reason to believe I 
shall have convictions on the indict­ 
ments returned.’’

charged with renting the second floor 
of a building on High street, a block 
from the governor’s mansion, to J. E.

here Wednesday and 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for 
two years. 
McKee was arrested in a raid on 
the gambling house by Sheriff Scott 
while the legislature was in session, 
and ail information was filed against 
him by Prosecutor Slate.

Kierns. proiirietors 
of

bar. were indicted on a charge of 
renting rooms for gambling purposes.
